To follow the milk from the re- I 
ceiving to the milk wagon, the 08 I 
pound cans arrive from selectea 
dairy farms as well as Mr. Fessler’s 
own, on the raised concrete floor, of 
the receiving room, set

The hopper of the pasteurizer is 
just handy, and here 
the 
milk 
passes ovei pre-heating coils as it
